Dewey,

Tuesday 
night 
that 
he 
would 
not 
under 
any 
circum ­ 
stances be a candidate for public 
office, this fall. He gave no reason 
other than a desire to return to 
private life. 
Repercussions Expected 
The decision, which Dewey has 
closely guarded as a secret, cam e 
despite repeated urging by m any 
Republican 
leaders 
th a t the 52- 
y ear old governor seek a fourth 
term . 
* 
P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower “ had 
hoped” Dewey would run again. 
D ew ey’s withdrawal was expect­ 
ed to have pow-erful repercussions 
at state and national levels. 
At 
every 
Republican 
National 
Convention since 1940, he had been 
a leading spokesm an for the so­ 
called 
“ liberal, 
internationalist” 
wing of the party. 
In 1940, he staged the first of 
three climactic convention battles 
with the late Sen. Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio, who spoke for the m ore 
conservative Republican elements 
A Dewey-Taft stalem ate that year 
resulted in the presidential nomina­ 
tion going to the late Wendell Win­ 
kle. 
May Be Dogfight 
In 1944 and 1948, however. Dewey 
won the nominations for himself. 
But he lost the elections, first to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and then to 
H arry S. Trum an. 
In 1952. Dewey was one of the 
first to support Gen. Eisenhower, 
and at the convention he delivered 
his delegation virtually intact to 
the successful candidate. 
Whether, and to what extent, he 
might continue his national influ­ 
ence without the governor’s chair 
as a forum was problem atical. 
At the state level. Dewey’s with­ 
draw al m ay have thrown the gu­ 
bernatorial cam paign into a dog­ 
fight. 
Dewey 
said he would 
take 
a 
vigorous part in the coming state 
cam paign. He mentioned no choice 
as a successor, but said in answ er 
to a question later that LUS. Sen. 
Irving M. Ives would m ake an “ ex­ 
cellent” governor. 
Slated For Cabinet? 
Dewey m ade no announcem ent 
of specific plans. There have been 
reports of offers in top law firms 
of New York City, w here he ob­ 
tained 
his

There have also been m any ru­ 
m ors in the past that he might be­ 
com e a m em ber of President Ei­ 
senhow er’s Cabinet.
